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Business Arising from the Minutes 


In answer to the question that was raised at the last meet- 

ing concerning the Science College course in Astromomy, Pro- 
vost Singer reported that as far as he could gather there is 
not a specific course that has been proposed in the discipline, 
but rather that in the Science College there is a course called 
"Survey of a Scientivic Discipline", a slat course which deals 
with different disciplines in different years. He said that 
he and Prof. Kalman had agreed that the best thing to do would 
be to refer this matter to the Principal of the College and to 
the individual faculty member concerned. Provost Singer said 
he had brought the matter to the attention of the Principal 

and he thought at some future point he would be able to2give 

a clearer statement of what the problem was. 


Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman noted that the package that was mailed to Council 
contained a dittoed copy of the final version of the Task 
Force Report as approved by Council. He explained that al- 
though it had been agreed not to distribute copies, but to 
have then available in the Deans' offices in order to reduce 
the cost of operating Council, there had been so many requests 
for copies he had decided to distribute the document; as a 
compromise, it was dittoed rather than printed. Attached toa 
Report was a copy of the computerized version of the text that 
shall appear in the 1982-83 calendar of the principles of educ- 
as well as a computerized versTon of text that shall appear 
under Academic Regulations of items that were approved as part 
of the Task Force Report. 


Dean Cohen satd that Prof. Yan Nus, Acting Assistant Dean: 
of Curriculum had been asked to study the ‘matter of «1: 
how the recommendations of the Task Force should be implex 
mented and to prepare a report to be tabled in Council, 
within the next month if possible. 


Dean Cohen announced the the Committee on Academic Advising 

as had some difficulty in meeting because of the schedule of 
Prof. Baldwin who was mandated to be Chairman of that study 

group. Because of the importance of this matter it was felt 
that the work has to be speeded up, and given Prof. Baldwin's 
other commitments, it would be impossible for'‘ther to devote 

the necessary time, Dean Cohen reported that Provost Singer 
had agreed to take over the Chairmanship. 


The Chairman expressed Kits personal thanks to Prof. Baldwin 
for having attempted to get the committee going and said: 
that it was unfortunate that her schedule made it impossible 
for her to continue to Chair the meetings.

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Dean Cohen said that the question of para-academic credit 

had been rajfsed once again by Provost Singer and although the 
item was not on to-day's agenda, he assured Council it would 
appear on the agenda for the December meeting.

The Dean read his 
Tetter (ASFC81-16-D5) and Mr. Swift's reply (ASFC81~-16-D6). 


Student Councillors espressed their disatisification with the 
reply, especially to the statement that the information was 
not available and that the admisssion policy document refer-= 
red to did not exist, when it had been seen by one of the 
students. The Chairman interrupted the discussion by saying 
that the matter should be considered under Item 10 - Other 
Business. 


The Chairman read a letter from Mr. Adams, Registrar, to which 
was appended a list of additional names to the 1981 graduation 


reaister. 


Dean Cohen reported that although it had been announced at the 
last meeting of Council that an elcetion would take place at 
this meeting to fill a position vacated by Prof. Moore on 

the Advisory Search Committee for the Appointment of the Dean, 
Division III, that election would not be needed since Prof. 
Moore had agreed to remain on the Committee. 

Questions and Announcements 

It was asked why the-University does not have the category of 
"Professor Emeritus” within its ranks, and how one might go 
about establishing the category. It was pointed out that 

that question was before the Board of Governors for about four 
years, but had not been resolved. Fotlowing a somewhat Tengthy 
discussion, it was suggested that a paper could be presented 
to Council, which would include provisions for citeria in the 
case of a selected policy, or cogent arguments in the case for 
including all professors addressed to those who believe it 
should be selected.

In introducing the ocument to Councik, Prof. Yan Nus, Acting 
Asst. Dean, Curriculum, said that hsi introduction was summar- 
ized in written form in the Summary of Changes, page 2 Of doc- 
ument ASFC 81-16-02. He explained that the Committee had had 
some difficulties with some nimor modifications which raised 
some major issues, namely the proper level of difficulty in 
M.A. courses as outlined in the report for the M.A. in Educa- 
tion and the Diploma in [nstructional Technology, programmes 
the Curriculum Committee had not approved. 


It was agreed that the report should be considered programme

Asked for the reaction of the department to this recommenda- 
tion, Prof. Van Nus said that he had not had a reply to his 
letter. Mr. Campbell replied that the letter had arrived at 
the beginning of the week and that they had surprized not to 
have been consulted earlier. She assured Council that the 
comprehensive Examination was based on the whole programme, 
and not on the "final core course" and that students would 
be required to pass both parts before being given credit for 
he course, 


Given that explanation, Prof. Van Nus declared the problem 
-:°* pesolved and withdrew hts Commfttee's recommendation to deny 
the proposal for a change in title for LIBS 595. 


Prof. Bertrand, with Dean Taddeo's concent, withdrew his 
amendment. The report for Library Studies as submitted by 
the programme director was accepted. 


Dean Chaikelson said that she could not accept the recommen- 
dations of the Curriculum Committee that the proposed changes 
in the M.A. in Educational Studies and in the Diploma in Ed- 
ucational Technology be approved, She explained that all 
courses in Educational Technology are at the Graduate level, 
that there are no undergraduate courses, and therefore, the 
question of "level" was not at issue.

The Student Councillors insisted that their complaints were 
valid, that the information requested was avatlable, and in 
fact some of them had seen the documents referred to. Mr. 
Clark stressed that being able to get the information would 
enable them to carry on discussfons, and it was not intended 
for anything more dreatic than that. If the information is 
available, they would like to see it. 


The question was called on the motion and was Carried. 


b)On a point of personal privilege, Provost Singer asked 

to be able to give an explanation on Prof. Baldwin'ts behalf. 
to correct what she thought might be a misconception about 
her position on the Study Group on Academic Advising. He 
said that she had resigned as Chairman, and she wasn't sure 
that people understood that rather than that she had been 
replaced as Chairman. She is willing to be and is continu- 
ing to be an ex-officio member of the Committee.
